lican independents continuing in 
opposition.

miles have been constructed. Z^orth 
Carolina with her great system of 
roads is increasing in population 
and in industrial development while 
South Carolina is decreasing. 


Road Debt Large. 


The outstanding road debt in 
Texas is aproxlmately $252,000,000, 
He pointed out how much easier it 
was to sell state bonds and at from 
one to two percent lower rate of 
interest because they 
are 
state 


bonds. He referred to the discount 
that was necessary frequently in 
the selling of district and 
- ^unty 
bonds. 


Answering the charges made fre- 


quently that the state bond Issue 
could not be sold unless the real 
estate was taxed, Mr. Sterling de- 
clared that the bond buyers had 
said they would buy them and that 
numerous other states hald sold 
similar bonds as those he was ad- 
vocating, and if the bonds could 
not be sold, nobody would be hurt. 


The .speaker said that one dis- 


trict in a South Texas county is 
paying $7 on the $100 valuation for 
road bonds, and that Cass county 
is paying $2.50. 


No Property Tax. 


Turning to that portion of his 


address which had to do with the 
state bond issue for roads even if 
it was put on real 
estate 
and 


homes, he declared that by ^qual- 
issing the rate over the entire state, 
the tax rate would be only 50c on 
the $100 valuation, which would re- 
lieve the burden in a majority of 
the cases, but that is even not con- 
templated or expected. He said 
that there were 7,500 miles of high- 
ways completed in North Carolina. 


"Texas should not continue to 


tax the lands when the counties

the counties," Sterling said, 


"Texas can complete a system of 


highways in 10 years," the speaker 
assorted. 


It is necessary for the legislature 


to submit a constitutional amend- 
ment to the people of Texas before 
such a precdure could be carried 
out, Sterling said, and if the people 
did not want the state bond 1 ;sue, 
they could say so at the polls.

Sterling declared that

He said 
that the big cities did not want the 
state bond issue and an equalization 
of the cost of highways according 
to their use, He charged that the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce had 
an engineer at a salary of $12,000 
per year promoting and 
urging

bonds for state highways in order

The disconnected story as estab- 


lished by the diary extracts is that 
the author and three other men 
were paid by an unnamed person 
to place au explosive in tho hold of 
the Cyclops set for an explosion af- 
ter the ship cleared the Barbados 
for the Maryland port. 


Shortly before the explosion, the 


writer of 'the diary and one com- 
panion were said to have embarked 
in a boat, later being picked up by 
another steamer which had been 
hovering nearby and taken to a 
"foreign port." The port was-not 
named, nor was the payer of the 
money. 


The rescue steamer, the diary 


said, was manned by a crew which 
spoke a ''foreign language," 
and 


before leaving the scene of the dis- 
aster it picked up all floating de- 
bris. None of the crew and pas- 
sengers aboard the Cyclops, save 
the two who escaped in the boat, 
survived the explosion, the diary 
said. 


Story Is Doubted. 


Naval officers said today It was 


doubtful that a boat could have 
been launched from the 
Cyclops 


while she was under way without 
attracting the attention of its of- 
ficers or without the smaller craft 
being swamped. 
Ordinarily It 
Is 


difficult to launch a boat from 
a 


ship when the ship is proceeding 
at more than five knots, and the 
officers said attempting 
such a 


feat from 
a ship moving at 
10 


knots would bo almo.st suicidal. 


The Cyclops, the supposed diary 


asserted, was steaming at her max- 
imum speed of 14 knots when the 
explosion occurred. 


The opinion also was expressed 


at th° rmvy today that in view of 
the numerous revelations of 
suc- 


cessful war maneuvers by officers 
of nations opposed to the allies tn 
the World War, it was 
doubtful 


that any officer or member of the 
rrew of the ship which picked up 
the two survivors would have talk- 
ed of the experience. 


Officers also said it was unlikely 


that a ship of the type described 
as the one which rescued the two 
-survivors could have made its way 
across the ocean through the func- 
tioning cordon of allied patrol ships. 


The marine sergeant in his letter 


to the navy said two of the four

tsxThe French tax system 
which 


caused much concern to American 
business provides that all corpora- 
tions declaring 
dividends 
must 


withhold 16 per cent of the amount, 
as a tax. The French corporation 
also pays 15 per cent on commer- 
cial profits and within the last few 
years the French have adopted a 
construction of an act passed in 
1872 which imposes an additional 
16 per cent on the dividends by 
French corporations which are sub- 
sidiaries of foreign corporations. 
This made a total of 47 per cent 
tax on foreign corporations on the 
amount of business and dividends 
done in France.
